Christmas  Day  ^excepted. 

•  The  Library  will  be  open,  from  10,  A.  M.  to  12,  M.,  2,  to  6,  P. 
M.,  and  7  to  9  P.  M.  daily. 


An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Members  of  the  Quebec 
Library  Association. 

[ll  March,  1845.] 

WHEREAS  an  Association  hath  been  formed  in  Preamble, 
the  City  of  Quebec,  in  this  Province,  by  divers 
persons  resident  in  that  City  and  the  neighbourliood 
tliereof,  under  the  name  of  The  Quebec  Library  Associa- 
twn,f oj  the    jnirjiose   of    forming    a    Library    and 
Reading  Room,  and  for  organizing  a  system  of  instruc- 
tion, by  means  of  Lectures,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the   Members   of  tlie   said   Association,  and  of  such 
persons  as  may  licreofler  become  Members  thereof; 
And   whereas   the  persons   hereinafter  named  olhce 
bearers  of  tlie  said  Association,  and  acting  on  belialf 
of  the  Members  thereof,  have  by  their  petition  to  the 
Legislature,  represented  tlmt  they  liave  purchased  and 
acquired  a  valuable  collection   of  books   and    other 
necessary  property,  and  have,  agreeably  to  the  objects 
oi  the  said  Institution,  caused  Lectures  to  be  delivered 
ni  various  branches   of  knowledge   necessary  or   ad- 
vantageous to  the  said   Associates  in  their  pursuits  in 
lite,   and  have   further  represented  that  the  benefits 
derivable  from  such  an  Association  to  the  community, 
ol  which  they  ibrm  a  part,  would  not  only  be  secured, 
but  greatly   enhanced    by   the   incorporation  of  the 
Members  thereof,  and   have   prayed  to  be  so  incor-

April  ;  from  seven  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  ten  o'clock,  P.  M.,  from  the 
1st  May,  to  the  31st  of  October  ;  and  from  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to 
ten  o'clock,  P.M.,  from  the  1st  of  November,  to  the  Uth  of  March, 
every  day,  except  Sundays  and  Christmas  day. 

Article  2.— No  conversation  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Reading 
Room,  otherwise  than  in  a  whisper. 

Article  3. — No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  in  the  Read- 
ing Room,  damage  or  injure  the  furniture  thereof,  or  conduct 
himself  in  any  way  inconsistent  with  decorum.
